day, apparently to antiair- 
craft fire. American pilots 
saw no Communists MIG 
jets Sunday, a spokes man said, 
even though tLS.

On the ground in South Viet 
Nam, five major American op- 
erations met little enemy resist- 
ance. But the South Vietnamese 
said they had better luck. 

Vietnamese forces reported 
killing 245 Viet Cong and cap- 
turing 20 weapons along a canal 
in. the Mekong Delta 100 miles 
southwest of Saigon. 

A Vietnamese spokesman re- 
ported that the Viet Cong left 
another 50 dead In an attack on 
a Vietnamese battalion 
preparing to open a road north 
of Nha Trang. Vietnamese casu- 
alties were reported light. 

The two U.S. Air Force planes 
shot down Sunday were F105 
Thunderchiefs. A "good chute" 
was sighted from one plane, in- 
dicating the pilot was safe but 
probably captured. Jfo para- 
chute was sighted from the sec- 
ond, plane.

Both planes were shot down 
about 30 miles northeast of Ha- 
noi, the same area where two 
other Air Force F105s were 
blasted from the sky Saturday.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
row over a Defense Department 
decision to cut the number of 
long-range bombers has trig 
gered a congressional move to 
cut Congress in on such deci- 
sions. * 

A House Armed Services sub- 
committee report recommends 
amending the National Security 
Act to require the executive 
branch to have the "advice" of 
Congress before eliminating any 
major weapons system. 

The report, released Sunday 
night, was highly critical of the 
decision announced last Decem- 
ber by Secretary of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara.

plete the project. Gooding Coun- 
ty will provide 13.56 per cent of 
the matching funds or about 
$8,000; Westpoint Highway Dis- 
trict will contribute a two and 
one-half mill levy or about 
$4,500, Twin Falls County is to 
provide $24,250 or 41.10- per cent 
of the funds, and the Buhl High- 
way District will provide $22,500 
or 37.71 per cent of the matching 
funds. 

According to the agreement 
Twin Falls and Gooding Coun- 
ties have no responsibility in the 
construction or maintenance o( 
the bridge, but to assist in fi 
na'ncfng the project. Galley said 
the two counties will retain their 
own funds and pay the bills as 
they come due rather than place 
tax money in a pool.

• acted on the applications of 29 
associate newspaper members 
to becomjk regular members of 
the AP, ' whose news report 
reaches 900 million people 
around the~world. . _ 

Vice President Hubert I H. 
Humphrey was the guest speak- 
er at the AP luncheon after -the. 
business meeting. 

Paul Mfller, president of The 
Associated Press and president 
of Gannett newspapers, pre- 
sided at the meeting and lunch- 
con. 

Wes Gallagher, general man- 
ager of The Associated Pijess,- 
reported to the news executives 
on the activities of the coopera- 
tive news gathering association 
during the. past year. 

Other highlights . of the meet-. 
Ing were personal reports in 
depth from Viet Nam and the 
Dominican Republic. 
•Thet directors, commenting on 
the new task forces, added: 

"One is a- staff of experienced 
space and science writers as- 
signed to the major space 
flights— there are more of these 
every year. 

"A second task force, formed 
this past year, consists of spe- 
cialists in covering racial devel- 
opments.

"Almost everybody agrees that 
reforms that broadened -the. 
■ base of taxation would make it 
Andrew Tmiy possible to reduce tax rates for 
all and yet Increase tax revenue. But when- 
ever the subject Is mentioned there are howls 
from both" rich and poor, who are suspicious of 
change lest they lose some of their tax-saving 
gimmicks. They may despise the present sys- 
tem, but it is at least a known evil, whereas 
they know not what to expect if the experts are 
permitted to tamper with it. 

CHANGES CONSIDERED — For example, 
some economists feel there is no excuse for per- 



"m itejng tfie deducnon ot gasoline taxes, and 
others question the present method of comput- 
ing deductions for charitable contributions.

GOOD TESTS NEEDED 

There appears to be growing concern 
over the laxity of regulations that permits 
persons to operate automobiles when they 
are physically or mentally incapable of 
driving safely. It's a problem that applies 
equally to all age groups. Although many 
states, including Idaho, have regulations 
that provide for physical examinations 
where indicated, it's rare, indeed, when 
that phase of the law is invoked. 

The problem starts out with the begin- 
ning driver. All states have minimum 
ages for driving — and they're all differ- 
ent. The minimum ranges all the way 
from 13 for a learner's permit in North 
Dakota to 21 for an unrestricted license 
in five states, including Montana and 
Wyoming. In most cases, a little extra 
attention is focussed on the beginner 
when he obtains his initial license. Bu.t 
from that point until he become so dod- 
dering that he's actually incapable of 
driving a car, too little attention is de- 
voted to drivers or their .Qualifications.

OH, TO BE 65! — Any attempt to change the 
depletion system would bring the lobbyists' bar- 
relling into the Capitol, red-faced and fuming— 
and so would any tampering with income tax 
benefits for taxpayers over 65 years old. At 
present, -these taxpayers got an additional ex 
emption of $600, pay no tax on their Social Se 
curity or Railroad Retirement pensions and get 
^tax-credftTm otheT - retirement income" below 
$1,524. Yet it would be far more sensible to elim- 
inate these deductions and use the revenue to 
boost Social Security benefits for all the aged 
Because the times have changed, it also 
would make sense to Increase the present per 
capita exemption of $600. That figure -was. set in 
1948, when consumer prices were 25 per cent 
lower than they are today^ The administration 
fears to raise the exemption because of the ex- 
pense involved — some $3 billion a year for an 
increase from $600 to $700. But an alternative 
would be to double the present minimum stan- 
dard deduction of $300 for each taxpayer and 
$100 for each additional exemption up to 
$1,000 maximum; this would cost less than $2 
billion 

Meanwhile, there are new supporters on the 
hill for the radical new proposal for a "negative 
income tax" — n gimmick that would fit sungly 
into the philosophy of the Great Society. Under 
this system, an Individual would add up his in- 
come and subtract his exemptions and deduc- 
tions. If the result came out in the minus col- 
umn, he'd get a check from Uncle Sam for 
that amount. In the atmosphere of the tfmes, 
this idea has a belter chance than sensible men 
might think. 

All .of this is just talk at the moment: It Is 
doubtful whether any significant tax changes 
will be written either this year or next. Until 
that milennmm, the disgruntled taxpayer will 
have to take what comfort he can from the 
knowledge that American taxes or not, either, 
the highest in the world. They average only 27 
per cent here, compared with 30 to 35 per cent 
in Great Britain, Germany, France, Italy, The 
Netherlands and Sweden.

"Something for everyone" in higher educa- 
tion is an old American ideal. The century-old 
land-grant college .system, the junior college 
moviyiient, and the massive scholarship offer- 
ing now available give the impression that the 
ideal has been realized. This is not the case, 
however. Many qualified yau'ths do not find 
their way to college because of the cost. 

New York City is now considering a new, 
costly master plan for expanding tuition-free 
education for its high-school graduates. The 
plan was prepared by g council of presidents 
of the city's colleges. It is an attempt to open 
doors to the 16,000 youths with college qualifica- 
tions who, it is calculated, will be unable to 
find room in the city's existing institutions by 
J 972 unless something is done.

It began 
that way. but by 19G5 the average student cost 
at public universities, including living, was 
$1,560 a year. By 19S0. according to the U.S.

The city college which permits students to 
live at home does much to widen opportunity 
for urban boys and girls. (Although tuition in 
these is rising). New York City Is acting wisely- 
in setting itswiif goals and studying ways to meet 
them now, before thc-need becomes even more 
acute. Such efforts are needed in most Ameri- 
can cities — now. — Christian Science Monitor.

Q. I read in the paper that a 
big utility company sold a very 
large issue of bonds to an "un- 
derwriting syndicate" which re- 
offered the bonds to the public 
"to yield. 3.11 per cent per year, 
if held to maturity." Can you 
please explain what the phrases 
I have quoted mean? I am cpn- 
fused by the names. 

A. The name of the game.. Is 
"investment banking." It's a 
very competitive field. In which 
huge amounts of money are 
risked. The profits can involve 
many dollars. But those profits 
usually are quite small as a per- 
centage of the total amount of 
money risked by the investment 
bankers. 

The underwriting syndicate Is 

group of investment bankers 
— brokerage firms, investment 
dealers and (under certain cir- 
cumstances involving certain se- 
curities) commercial banks. 

The syndicate buys the securi- 
ties from the company which 
has put them up for sale. Then 
the members of the syndicate 
turn around and offer the se- 
curities for sale, at a slightly 
higher price, to the investing 
public. 

In a reasbnably typical case, 
such as you cite, the syndicate 
might have bought the bonds 
from the company at "par" — 
paying $1,000 for each J1.000 par 
value of bonds. In its purchase 
(involving competitive bidding 
against other syndicates) the 
group— specifies the annual in- 
terest the company must pay 
on the bonds. 

Assume that the interest rate 
was set at 5'/ 8 (5.125) per cent. 
Then assume that the syndicate 
offers to sell' those bonds to the 
puhlic at a price higher than 
$1,000 per $1,000 par value. 

If you buy one of those $1,000 
par value bonds, you" will re 
ceive interest of $51.25 a year— 
because the company must pay

Q. I am intrigued wilh your 
reply to the person who asked 
about investing.- in- mutual funds 
.with $1,000 heeded fofedueation 
expenses in 18 months. Your ad- 
vice is to" steer clear of any- 
thing that goes 'up or down in 
value and to sock the money in- 
to a savings account. 

I guess it is more fun for you 
to taunt than to think. Can you 
assure the person who wrote to 
you that his $1,000 will provide 
as much value when he needs 
it .as iL_does now? 

A. Of course not. What with 
price inflation breaking put of 
a slow trot and into a gallop, 
anyone with an ounce of brains 
knows that each dollar will buy 
less and less in the future. 
Don't try to tell me (the happy 
father* of four) about skyrocket- 
ing education costs. 

I've been pounding out warn- 
ings about inflation for a long 
time. Price inflation is the basic 
reason why people buy "equity 
securities" — individual com- 
mon stocks and mutual fund 
shares. 

Surely, you don't think I op- 
pose that — as a long-term in- 
vestment objective. But 18 
months is a different story.

^WASHINGTON TAP)~= r Hob- 
ert LaFollette Bennett is an In ; 
dian who firmly believes In- 
dians should be doing more to 
shape their own destiny. 

He says he'll work toward 
that goaf— and the lessening..of 
government supervision that it 
would bring — after he takes 
over this week as head of the 
federal government's Bureau of 
Indian Affairs. 

When he is sworn in Wednes- 
day as Indian commissioner, he 
will become the first Indian in 
nearly a century — arid only the 
second in history — to hold that 
position. He succeeds Phillco 
Nash, "who resigned. 

The commissioner - designate 
born on the Oneida Indian res- 
ervation in Wisconsin, started 
his government career' on the 
Ute Indian reservation in Utah 
33 years ago" after graduating 
from an Indian boarding school 
in Kansas. . . 

His steady climb up through 
the bureau was climaxed last 
month when President Johnson 
nominated him for the agency's 
top job. 

Of the nation's 550,000 In- 
dians, some 380,000 still live on 
reservations, many in . squalor 
and abject poverty, and Bennett 
plans to ask the Indians what 
can be done to improve their 
lot. 

He disclosed In an interview 
that he will hold a series of 
meetings with Indians this sum- 
mer. The sessions probably will 
be held, he said, in the South- 
west, Northwest and northern 
Plains — where most reserva- 
tions are located. 

"We need their contribu- 
tions...! expect them to~~ make 
more of their own decisions,"! 
Bennett said. "Where we feel 
we need legislation to give the 
tribes more authority, we will 
go to Congress and ask for that 
legislation." 

This is all designed to lead to 
less government- supervision of 
ns — one oP"""Bciinett's aims, 
dian people are~becoming 
better educated. ..and I think 
they should be free to use this 
education and experience as 
much as possible in shaping 
their own destiny," he said.

"NEW YORK (AP) — Tax: and 

profit prospects; „ alternately 

blowing hot and cold, probably 
have had even more to do with 

fe v e re d tr ad ing nqd_pr i gfi|^ 
swings on stock markets than 
have the speculative yearnings 
of amateur investors. 

But whichever is the cause, 
both Wall Street and Washing- 
ton-have been worried and have 
either taken or warned of re- 
strictive measures to cool the 
markets .down. 

Prospects of increased taxes 
can dim the corporate profit 
outlook, and make stocks less 
alluring. Taxes are tied closely 
to fears of inflation. When gov 
ernment statistics indicate the 
economy is strong enough to 
handle both guns and butter 
without strain, inflation fears 
dwindle. When the economy is 
found to be. booming faster than 
expected, inflation fears V- apd 
tax Increase- predictions — Vr/se. 

Profit prospects are tied just 
as closely as taxes to the growth 
,ln the economy. Profit gains are 
dependent, too, upon the ability 
of industry to cope with rising 
production costs. But traders 
also are wary of the inroads of 
higher taxes on corporate prof 
its. 

Whatever the future or tax 
rates, the profit outlook right 
now is pleasing to many inves- 
tors. The booming economy is a 
prime reason. 

Total consumer spending rose 
3 per cent to an annual rate of 
$452.6 billion in the first three 
months of the year. The gain in 
industrial output since last fall 
was at an annual rate of 13 per 
cent. The $17 billion surge of the 
Gross National Product, the to- 
tal output of goods and "serv 
ices, put it at an annual rate of 
$714 billion and foreshaddwed a 
gain for the year as a whole of 6 
per cent over 1965. 

But stock traders were also 
looking at profit margins and 
productivity. Both seemed 
brighter than they had just a 
few weeks ago. 

Manufacturers were making 
about the same profit on each 
dollar of sales as in the final 
months of 1965, although a drop 
had been predicted. Sales were 
rising in most industries. Back 
logs of orders were growing as 
new orders outstripped ship- 
ments. 

Productivity — the unit labor 
cost in manufacturing — was 
bit more favorable than the av- 
erage of both 1964 and 1965 
Business spending for plantajand 
equipment in the last two years 
was beginning to bear fruit in 
more efficient production, off- 
setting "rising labor and materi 
al costs. 

A big question Is how much 
business will spend this year for 
still more plants and equipment 
An outlay of $60 billion, or 16 
per cent above last year, had 
been predicted, adding that 
much more zest to economic- 
growth. But first. President 
Johnson asked businessmen to 
postpone part of this outlay to 
hold back inflation; and then, 
shortages of labor and some 
materials, plus higher interest 
charges for financing the expan- 
sion, slowed the time schedules 
for many growth-minded corpo- 
rations. 

Still, with almost one million 
more persons with jobs now 
than a year ago, with personal 
income rising by $10.9 billion to 
a total annual rate of $561 bil- 
lion in the first quarter of -1966. 
-and with consumers cutting 
back on the percentage of dispo- 
sable income to be saved rather 
than spent — the outlook for 
increased sales and still higher 
profits looks good to many in- 
vestors. 

But then there's always the 
chance of a hike in taxes and a 
real clamp on spending to be- 
devil those seeking to guess 
which way the market will go.
